Flashback on the 19th Olympic Winter Games; the historical and memorable moments 
and inside the facts and figures of the largest Winter Games ever contested. 


FACTS AND FIGURES 


The official dates of the XIX Olympic Winter 

Games were Friday, February 8 through 
Sunday, February 24. The Games lasted 17 
days, including the Opening Ceremony, and 
spanned three weekends. 


78 nations and more than 2,527 athletes par- 
ticipated at the Games, up from 68 nations 
and 2,303 athletes at the 1998 Nagano 
Games. 


There were 78 official events on the 2002 
Olympic Program, 10 more than were on the 
1998 program, and 64 more than were on 
the 1924 program during the first Olympic 
Winter Games. 


HISTORY MAKERS 


Kjetil Andre Aamodt won two 
gold medals, at the Games to 
increase his medal total to 
seven, becoming the most dec- 
orated alpine skier in Olympic 
history. He broke the tie with 
legends Vreni Schneider, Katja 
Seizinger, and Alberto Tomba. 


Janica Kostelic won three 
golds and a silver medal at the 
Games, becoming the first 
alpine skier to win four medals 
at a single Games. She also 
became the first woman to win 
three alpine gold medals at a 
single Games. Finally, the gold 
tied her with six other skiers for 
the most career alpine gold 
medals. 


Ole Einar Bjoerndalen won four 
gold medals in biathlon, 
becoming only the third 
Olympian to win four gold 
medals at the same Games, 
joining speed skaters Eric 
Heiden of the United States, 
who won five, and Soviet Lydia 
Skoblikova. 


Ricco Gross added two medals 
to his collection that now totals 
seven, making him the most 
decorated male biathlete in 
Olympic Winter Games history. 


Uschi Dis! won two medals to 
add to her biathlon record 
number of medals. With eight, 
she is the most decorated 
biathlete in Olympic history. 


With two medals in the four- 
man competition, the United 
States won its first medal in 
men's bobsleigh since 1956. 


Georg Hackl made history by 
winning silver at the Games. 
He became the first 
Olympian, winter or summer, 
to win five medals in the 
same individual event - a feat 
he accomplished in five con- 
secutive Games. 


Sarah Hughes won the gold 
medal after finishing fourth in 
the short program. It marked 
the first time that a skater had 
jumped from fourth place in 
the short program to win the 
Olympic title since compul- 
sories were eliminated from 
Olympic competition after the 
1988 Games. 


Samppa Lajunen became the 
first nordic combined athlete 
to win three gold medals at 
one Games and the first to 
win five career Olympic 
medals. 


Simon Ammann swept the 
individual ski jumping events, 
a feat that hadn't been

accomplished since the 1988 
Games. 


The United States swept the 
podium in the snowboarding 
halfpipe competition for its 
first event sweep since men's 
figure skating at the 1956 
Games. 


Claudia Pechstein won the 
gold in the 5000 meters and 
joined Bonnie Blair as the 
only speed skaters to win the 
same event in three consecu- 
tive Games. 


Marc Gagnon won three 
medals at the Games, includ- 
ing two golds. His 2002 haul 
increased his career total to 
five Olympic medals, tying 
him with Chun Lee-Kyung for 
the most short track career 
medals. His total of three gold 
medals also tied him with Kim 
Ki-Hoon for the most golds in 
a Career. 


In ten speed skating events at 
Games, eight world records 
were set.In eight short track 
events, two world records 
were set. 


MEDAL DETAILS 


Germany won the most 
medals of the Games with 35 
(12 gold, 16 silver, 7 bronze). 
It won medals in eight differ- 
ent sports, including nine in 
biathlon. 


United States finished second 
in the medal race with 34 (10 
gold, 13 silvers, 11 bronze), 
spreading them across 10 
sports. It garnered eight 
medals in speed skating. 


Norway finished in third with 
24 medals (11 gold,7 silver, 6 
bronze), spreading them 
across six sports. Its best out- 
put in a sport was eight in 
cross-country skiing. 


Two golds were awarded in 
pairs figure skating rather 
than a gold and a silver. 
Two silvers were awarded in 
men's cross-country pursuit 
rather than a silver anda 
bronze.

Marc Gagnon (pronounced gahn-YON) won the bronze 
medal in the men's 1500-meter short track event. Gagnon 
initially finished in fourth place, but he was elevated to the 
bronze medal position after the initial winner, South 
Korea's Kim Dong-Sung was disqualified. It was the third 
Olympic medal of Gagnon's career; he won the bronze in 
the 1000 at the 1994 Lillehammer Games and a gold as 
part of Canada's 5000-meter relay at the 1998 Nagano 
Games. Two golds and an Olympic record came three 
days later when he won the 500 and the 5000 relay. His 
first individual gold medal came in 41.802, setting the 
Olympic mark. With five medals, Gagnon tied for the most 
Olympic medals in short track history. 


World beater 

Gagnon has been one of the top short track speed skaters 
in the world over the past decade. He won four overall 
world titles in the 1990s, claiming his first at the 1993 
World Championships in Beijing, China. He repeated as 
the overall champion the next year and also won the title in 
1996 and 1998. Gagnon is a versatile skater but is consid- 
erably better at the two longer Olympic distances, the 
1000 and 1500 meters. Of his 11 individual medals from 
the World Championships at Olympic distances, only one 
has come in the 500 - silver in 1993. He has won the 1000 
and the 1500 world titles four times, most recently the 
1500 at the 2001 World Championships.

Liberal 
Arts College, for example, offers a richer pro- 
gramme than is normally possible in a small 
university. The Centre for Mature Students re- 
creates a sense of community for a group 
increasingly important to the university. 


Size has also brought advantages for 

Concordia's profile in Canada and abroad

They come here because this is the 
first choice. 


If that were the whole story, it really would- 
n't be all that much to cheer about. If that 
were the whole story, Concordia would be 
just another big university with the usual 
advantages and failings of a big university. 
They all have famous researchers. They all 
have at least some outstanding depart- 
ments. But that isn't the whole story at 
Concordia. 


Loyola and Sir George were both founded 
to serve their communities. Most universi- 
ties never had that focus to begin with. 
Those that did usually lost it as they grew 
and joined the race for the bubble prestige. 
But Concordia never did lose it. 

It shows, in a formal way, with Concordia's 
pioneering efforts to serve handicapped 
students and with its ombuds office that 


brings human consideration to the machinery 
of a large institution. But it's not just in these 
formal ways that Concordia serves its stu- 
dents. It's also through a faculty and, most 
especially, through an office staff that have 
never forgotten who they serve. 


Of all universities | have seen, Concordia is 
still the leader in serving its students and its 
community. Twenty-seven years later, the old 
traditions of Loyola and Sir George are alive 
and well at Concordia.

CCSL Awards Honour Campus 
idealists by Eleanor Brown 


Melanie Anestis tried - and failed - 
to hold back her tears after being 
honoured for her outstanding contri- 
bution to the university community 
during this year's Concordia 
Council for Student Life awards cer- 
emony. 


"| want to share one lesson | 
learned," Anestis said, her voice 
breaking, to a standing-room-only 
crowd at the April 5 event. "We can 
learn from each other. There's a lot 
of tension, we may not always 
agree, but we have to listen." 
Anestis is finishing up her term as 
president of the Political Science 
Association and is a member of the 
Golden Key Honour Society, an 
acknowledgement of her high acad- 
emic achievement. "The staff and 
faculty make extracurricular work 
possible," she said. "It makes it 
easier to stay here till 1 am when 
you're surrounded by nice people." 
Aviva Rosenberg acknowledged her 
award by thanking members of the 
university community. "They made 


me feel like a person first, instead 
of a disability," she said. "I built up 
my self-confidence, self-worth and 
self-esteem. | am a multi-sensory 
learner, and | retain more informa- 
tion when | am an active partici- 
pant. | will cherish this award forev- 
er." She has been a volunteer peer 
health educator at Concordia 
Health Services for five years, and 
spent many long hours researching 
health queries on behalf of stu- 
dents. 


Cristelle Basmaji is one of the few 
students who can say she changed 
the curriculum. This year's presi- 
dent of the Commerce and 
Administration Students Association 
helped found and organize 
Concordia's first Undergraduate 
National Case Competition, which 
drew teams from 11 of the top busi- 
ness schools in the country. She 
also helped create an academic 
program at the John Molson School 
of Business to coach students for 
competitions. "This year has defi- 
nitely been a lot of hard work," 
Basmaji said. She, too, acknowl- 
edged the complicated state of stu- 
dent politics at the university (a 
mid-term Concordia Student Union 
presidential resignation, and two 
elections in the last few months). "I 
enjoyed dealing with it full force," 
she said, of encouraging students 
to get more involved in their own 
affairs. 


As co-presidents of the 800-mem- 
ber Concordia International 
Students Association, Melisa 
Forero (from Colombia) and Benoit

Grondin (of France) have 
helped the group to grow sub- 
stantially. "Many of you may 
not go through what interna- 
tional students have to go 
through in a foreign country," 
said Forero. She left the 
details unsaid, but they range 
from learning a new language 
to culture shock, loneliness 
and homesickness. "They 
need encouragement to make 
their lives easier in school." 
Nisha Sajnani is a Graduate 
Student Associate executive 
member, and has spent time 
pushing for increasing health 
care benefits for grad stu- 
dents. "| don't think it's possi- 
ble to contribute to one's envi- 
ronment without a supportive 
community. My experience 
here has been enriched 
because | have found a space 
where | can contribute of 
myself." 


A joint award went to PhD 
students Candis 
Steenbergen, Jennifer Willet, 
Alana Baskind and Sylvain 
Duguay for organizing the uni- 
versity's first interdisciplinary 
humanities conference, a rag- 
ing success called R/Evolu- 
tion.

Biberstein kept his comments 
short. "This award isn't really 
just for me, it's for the team 
that put the Link together this 
year."

In addition to creating and 
maintaining the weekly 
paper's Internet presence, he 
has also covered student 
council, a particularly daunt- 
ing prospect this year.

Stingers soccer great Frank Pons 
has accumulated an impressive 
array of honours for his athletics, 
but he's also a PhD student in 
marketing with a 4.02 cumulative 
GPA. (4.3 is perfect.) "I'm going to 
stay in school for life," he 
announced. " I’m going to be a 
professor." 


Niranjan Reddy Konepally is 
founder and president of the 
Indian Students Association and a 
well-loved tutor in the Concave 
engineering building. This was his 
first acceptance speech in 
English, "so I'm a little bit scared." 
He went on, "Regarding new stu- 
dents, especially those from 
South Asia, they must have a lot 
of patience. The education system 
is very different. It is our duty to 
help them." 


Patrice Blais has sat on just about 
every university committee open 
to students, from the Board of 
Governors to the CCSL itself. He 
became the interim Concordia 
Student Union president at a time 
of internal turmoil. "Students who 
go directly home from class don't 
know what they're missing," he 
said. "Involvement is an essential 
part of university life. My main crit- 
icism is that we do not truly 
understand the power that we 
have [as students]." 


Four teaching excellence awards 
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were presented. 

Me Pierre Frégeau, who runs 
a full-time law practice and 
teaches part-time at 
Concordia, still manages to 
find the time to be the super- 
vising lawyer at campus 
Legal Information Services. 
He has never succumbed to 
the drudgery of teaching the 
same course year after year, 
said one of Frégeau's former 
students. "He refers to stu- 
dents as colleagues, chal- 
lenges students to be critical 
thinkers. Pierre teaches to 
inspire students." 


Professor Aiman Hanna lec- 
tures in computer science. 
"Sometimes my wife says, 
‘You like Concordia more 
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than me.' | really like 
Concordia a lot, but she is 
number one!" insisted 
Hanna, to laughter. He had 
serious things to say, as well. 
"My concern, my duty, my 
goal, is to make the universi- 
ty number one in Canada, if 
not the whole world." 


Professor Virginia Nixon, the 
art and music coordinator at 
the Liberal Arts College, 
whose service her students 
considered beyond the call of 
duty, was pleased about the 
recognition, but called it mis- 
directed.

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The Department of Theatre at 
Concordia University has been in 
existence for over 20 years. 


In 1974-75 the merger of Sir George 
Williams University and Loyola 
College saw discussions between 
the two Fine Arts Departments and 
the two Theatre programs with result- 
ing creation of the Faculty of Fine 
Arts. The combined Theatre curricu- 
la, facilities and teachers spurred the 
creation and the evolution of five 
BFA degree programs: Specialization 
in Theatre Performance, 
Specialization in Design for the 
Theatre, specialization in Theatre 
and Development, Major in 
Playwriting and a Major in Theatre. 
The Department also offers a Minor 
in Theatre. 


The program is currently taught by 9 
full-time faculty members, 1 visiting 
artist, professional staff, part-time 
staff and faculty and acclaimed, pro- 
fessional guest directors. It is recog-. 
nized as one of the top theatre pro- 
grams in Canada and has approxi- 
mately 150 students from across 
Canada and the US. 


Graduates of the Department are 
working at the Stratford and Shaw 
Festivals, in professional regional 
theatres, on and off Broadway as 
well as teaching, and working on 
advanced degrees. 


The Department mounts approxi- 
mately 6 to 8 productions per year, 
including main stage studio and stu- 
dent initiated production assignments 
(SIPAs).

The designer as engaged citizen: Declarations of 
[inter]dependence 
by James Martin (Thursday Report, Nov.22.2001) 


Commuters may have recently noticed a 
fresh blip in their daily information barrage. 
A simple sticker, plastered over the scrolling 
"info-screens" in several Metro trains, 
obscured the usual lite-brite parade of 
newsbites and celebrity gossip. 


The innocuous typeface concealed a point- 
ed question: Qu'est-ce qu'ils nous racon- 
tent? The query could stand as an informal 
slogan for Declarations of [interldependence 
and the im[media]cy of Design, a sympo- 
sium held by Concordia's Design Art 
Department late last month. 


The first of its kind in Canada, Declarations 
look at the ways in which graphic designers 
are becoming increasingly socially and cul- 
turally engaged through their work. 


"Particularly in graphic design, a lot of what 
designers do is help advertisers communi- 
cate messages, and much of that messag- 
ing is about selling products," says 
Associate Professor Michael Longford, who 
put together the conference along with Dr. 
Lydia Sharman, PK Langshaw and Rhona 
Richman Kenneally. 


Declarations explored socially engaged 
approaches to working within the design 


profession, as well as the idea of the 
designer actually authoring messages 
born of personal belief, rather than 
commercial need. The wide range of 
speakers included former Adbusters art 
director Chris Dixon, Jean-Pierre Boyer 
and Jean Desjardins from UQAM 
(showcasing images from an ambitious 
new CD-Rom archive of Quebec agit- 
prop), and Patricia Zimmerman, from 
Ithaca College in New York. 


Some guests, like French activist- 
designer Brian Holmes, spoke of literal- 
ly taking their designs (in the forms of 
protest banners, posters, etc.) to the 
streets. Others, like Amy Franceschini 
of Futurefarmers (a San Francisco 
design firm set on "cultivating your con- 
science"), talked about using initiatives

such as student internships to help the 
workplace better reflect one's political- 
social beliefs. 


"Many designers are looking to estab- 
lish a dialogue," says Longford, "so it's 
not a one-way system where the client 
Says ‘I need this' and the designer says 
‘Ok, I'll give you that.' Designers are in 
a position to influence the kinds of mes- 
sages we see and hear." 


Students in both the Design Art 
Department's undergraduate and new 
graduate certificate programs, along 
with visiting students from Leeds 
College and the University of 
Minnesota, put this theory into practice 
during the synposium's ateliers. 


The approximately 70 students were 
divided into three groups: "Who Needs 
a manifesto?: WD + RU Speaks Out," 
"Design is Not Enough," and "We 
Interrupt The Program." The four-day 
workshops were intense, whirlwind 
affairs. Students first met on the 
Monday morning: by Thursday evening, 
their collaborative works were on exhibit 
in the VAV Gallery. 


Teal Triggs and Sian Cook, of the 
Women's Design + Research Unit in 
the UK, guided students through the 
"Who Needs A [Manl]ifesto?" workshop, 
helping them write focused social-politi- 
cal statements, then pairing their mani- 
festos to appropriate graphic forms. 


Anne-Marie Beaudoin and Jule Senzig, 
both second-year Design Art students, 
were inspired by the process of transform- 
ing personal views into public work. 


‘It really felt like | was putting myself on the 
line," says Beaudoin, "exposing what | 
truly felt. What's personal and what's public 
- those two things play with each other. 
Whether you like to believe that you're not 
affected by what's out there, you are. The 
atelier confronted that at a truly deep 
level." 


Tony Credland, Brian Holmes and Sandy 
Kaltenborn, facilitators of the "Design Is 
Not Enough" workshop, work with various 
international activist groups to distribute 
socially-engaged images. Not surprisingly, 
their atelier focused on non-aggressive 
street-level activity. 


Students addressed community issues by 
creating and distributing, among many 
items, mock humanitarian aid drop-boxes 
(complete with blindfolds reading "It's 
Going To Be OK") and parodies of tear-a- 
tag "for sale" posters - but instead of offer- 
ing a phone number, the tags posed ques- 
tions such as "Is there a solution?" and 
"Where does Evil take a bath" (Design Is 
Not Enough was also responsible for the 
aforementioned example of Metro culture- 
jamming.) 


"The atelier has given me a great way to 
merge energies and ideas, and a sense of 
collaboration instead of just being a 
designer making things at my little desk," 
said Laurel Sprengelmeyer, a design cer- 
tificate student. 


Collaboration was also crucial to walls as 
a way to " We Interrupt The Program," 
facilitated by lan Noble and Russell 
Bestley of the London College of Printing. 
Students were asked to bring photos of 
subjects (people, environments and 
objects) with personal resonance. The 
images were then posted on walls as a 
way to kickstart a dialogue among the 
participants, exploring the idea of graphic 
design as a democratic medium in which 
everyone is invested in the message. 


Chris Heldt, a fourth-year design student, 
says the atelier was a lesson in the value 
of community, not only in terms of working 
with others on the project, but in giving 
him "a really strong sense of community 
in design, on an international scale. 


"Now | know where to apply my energies, 
without wasting my time trying to get a job 
at some square ad agency, doing slick fly- 
ers and pamphlets for corporate identity." 


Like so many of the other atelier partici- 
pants, Kevin Lo is excited to do "the work 
that | want to be doing" - and it's a lesson 
learned the hard way. A Concordia Design 
Art alumnus, Lo spent an unsatisfying 
year working at a Toronto Web design 
agency before enrolling in the graduate 
certificate program. 


"| came back to school at just the right 
time," he says, laughing at the memory of 
his ill-fated foray into the marketplace. "| 
was really starting to lose faith in my abili- 
ties to do anything other than cutting and 
pasting!"
